Ind further,in the ſayd bookes and libelles,they bſe 
althe meanes, dziftes,and falſc perſwaſions they can deuiſe 02 1nagine, to aduaunce ſuch pzetended titles, as conſe- 
quently mult be moſt daungerougand pretudiciall tothe ſafetic of her Highneſle perſon and ſtate, (which the Lozde 
00g preſerue.) Herhignelle fozeſceing, that the authozs and diſperſers of the ſaide bookes and libelles,doe by theſe 
wicked and indirect meancs, ſceke moſt trapterouſly to render and make both her Highneſle, and her moſt gratious 
gouernement, odious and hatecfull both abzoadeand at home : And hauing of late founde by plaine and manifeſt 
meanes and p2oofes,that their purpoſe and chieke intent, to bzing in obloquie#hatred, her Mateſties pzincipall No-= 
ble men,Counſellers,Judges and miniſters of Juſtice, is (as much ag in them lieth) toflaunder, impeach,and defacc 
” Baicſties moſt happie gouernement, and thereupon to bzcede ſome troubles within this Realme, wherebytheir 
l,dcuilliſh, and trayterous practiſes both againſt hcr Maieſtic their naturall Soueraigne,and the Kcalme 
ei ownenatiue countrey, may take their deſired clfect:hath therefoze thought meetc,that ſome ozder lbould be pze- 
 Entiytaken, fox the pzenenting # ſuppzcling of ſuch milchiefes, as otherwiſe thzough ignozance of the truethmight 
anluethereby. Ind therekoze her Highneſlc doth by this her Paicſties ptoclamation ſtraightly charge and com- 
maund, that all ſuchperſonsto whoſe handes any of the ſaide bookes oz libelles,cither hath come , 02 ſhall hereafter 
Uany timecome, dopzcſently with all conuentent ſpeede, without ſhewingthe ſame to any perſon, deltuerit toſome: | 
encother Highneſle pziuie Counſel,if any ſuch be within twentie miles, And if it be aboue that diſtance of miles from 
the Court, then to the Cuitos Roculorum, oz to his Deputie of the ſame Shire, where the partie ſhall be, that hath oz 
val haue any ſuch booke 0z libel, andthe ſame Cuſtos Rorulorum oz his Deputie, to whoſe handes any ſuch booke
